It is thc 
first gun in a campaign planned by 
thc Chemical Foundation Inc. of New 
York, to test commercial feasibility of 
soiling alcohol to mix in gasoline as a 
motor fuel.

Output Contracted For 


Thc Chemical Foundation has con- 


tracted 
to buy the entire output 


through .the Chemical Foundation of 
Kansas, an organization created this 
week. Thc new foundation has re- 
quests for more of the alcohol than 
the new plant can .supply. Tlic.se re- 
quests are from gasoline dealers in- 
terested in trying the blending experi- 
ment, some of them already selling 
blended alcohol and gasoline. 


Thc alcohol to be mode by thc new 


plant is slighlly different from any 
now on the market, It is grain alco- 
hol, "anhydrous" thai is, without wat- 
er and is 199.5 per ccnl proof. 


Thc Kansas manufacturing process 


is new. It is an experiment aiming 
ultimately at cheapening thc cost of 
manufacture if possible. It can make 
grain alcohol from corn, oats, rye, 
barley, or potatoes. It will start mak- 
ing the alcohol from corn. 


The contract price the distributors is 


to start at 25 cents a gallon. Thc man- 
ufacturers 
will 
have a by-product 


from corn of protein cattle fed which 
they expecl to market.

The 
fact that the senate has decided to go 
int othe matter nt this session indi1- 
cotes that apparently a serious effort 
will b«? made to secure enactment of 
the legislation before adjournment. 


Railroads Would Pny 


Known on capitol holl as the Wheel- 


er-Crosser bill. S.4174, 
attempts

compel the railroads to provide for 
those employes, displaced by propos- 
ed . consolidations, either comparable 
employment or compensation. 


It is an effort to apply on a nation- 


\vide basis principles which hereto- 
fore have been tried out in isolated 
cases. 


The railroads are offered four alter- 


natives in dealing with the*c displacocl 
employes: 


1. Provide 
for them Comparable 


employment under no less favorable 
conditions. 


2. If that is not possible then pro- 


vid* a continuing compensation pend- 
ing ruch comparable employment. 


3. A fair and just dismissal compen- 


sation which shall equal at least the 
earnings of the worker to be antici- 
pated from one full year of continuing 
service. 


4. An adequate pension for those
